Painesville, Ohio, October 26.— 
Eyes of the dead were upon Henry 
Burns Thursday night. 

In a dark corner of his 3 cell 
in the old Lake county jail here 
Burns cowered. 

On the wall of the cell adjoining, 
hangs the photograph of his dead 
wife, Mrs. Hazel Burns, whom he 
is charged with murdering and bury- 
ing. 

At intervals Burns would emerge 
from the dark corner of the cell 
which was immune from the rays of 
moonlight streaming through the soli- 
tary barred window. 

He would retreat to anather corner 
of the cell, but still the eyes of the | 
dead followed him. Then he would 
throw himself on the hand bed and 
turn his back. 

Before darkness fell he was defiant. 
But with evening shadows came still- 
ness—and fear. 

After pacing his cell under the 
steady stare of the eyes of his dead 
wife for hours, Burns finally shouted: 

“For God's sake take that photo- 
graph away. There’s no use to tor- 
ture me. I didn’t do it. I didn’t—I 
didn’t. 

But his cries of terror feil uyon 
deaf ears. The photograph remained. 
He fell asleep from sheer exhaustion.

Burns is charged with murdering 
his wife.

which she was buried in a rude grave 
prepared in advance of the slaying.

Washington, October 26.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire. )—Dissent from 
republican claims of victory in the No- 
vember elections is voiced by The 
Roston Transcript, an ancient protege 
of republicanism in New England, in 
an editorial published recently. 

Doubting and scouting the assertions 
of Chairman John T. Adams, of the 
republican national committee. that 
the house will remain in republican 
control during the next Congress, The 
Transcript says: 

„According to figures given out by 
John T. Adams, chairman of the re- 
publican national committee, the re- 
publican members of the house are so 
well satisfied with themselves that of 
the 208. 259 have sought re-election, 
and of these 236 have beep renominated, 
Those who failed to secure renomina- 
tions were defeated. we ‘gre told, 
lis argued,,the party at large is well | 
ſeatistied with the work of its repre 
sentatives in congress and desires their 
return.” 

The Transcript then declares that if 

a republican majority is elected it 
would, be most. regrettable” to have it 
“similar in quantity and quality with 
that in the present congress.” This 
republican paper doubts, however, that 
there is a prospect of the republican 
triumph that Chairman Adams pre- 
tends to foresee, for, The Transcript 
continues, “it is impossible to disguise 
the fact, and folly to ignore it, the 
inpatience and dissatisfaction with its 
(the republican congress) conduct 
have been widespread and deep, and 
entirely too strong to be quickly aban- 
doned and replaced by contrary senti- 
ments of approval.“

BALLOT INJUNCTION 
LOST BY MAYFIELD 


Corsicana, Texas, October 26.—The 
jury which heard the injunction suit 
to keep the name of Earle B. May- 
field, democratic nominee for United 
States senator, off the ballot in next 
month’s election returned a verdict 


against Mr. Mayfield. on twelve of 
the twenty-one questions propounded 
by Judge Scarbrough. 

The temporary injunction restrain- 
ing Secretary of State Staples from 
placing Mr. Mayfield’s name on the 
November general ballot will remain 
in force until the case is finally dis- 
posed of by the state supreme court, 
where it is now on appeal, according 
to a statement made today by Judge 
Searbrough, when asked by the Asso- 
ciated Press what effect a verdict un- 
favorable to Mr. Mayfield would have.

Memphis, Tenn., October 26.—A 
uniform system of “child accounting” 
or school census in every state was 
endorsed by the delegates to the 
twelfth annual convention of the na- 
tional league of compulsory education 
officials here today, and William M. 
Denison, Harrisburg, Pa., director of 
the state bureau of school attendance 


of Pennsylvania, was named chairman 
of a special committee to work for 


such legislation in each state.

The question 
was brought = by the president, Ar- 
thur F. Lederle, of Detroit, who de- 
clared that a record should be kept 
of every child in the United States 
from the time vf its birth until it 
was past school age. This record, he 
said, should include reports of the 
health condition of the child from 
birth to maturity, and a uniform 
method of compiling school attendance 
figures.

New British Premier Is 
Given Vote of Confi- 
dence by Acclamation by 
5,000 Hearers. | 


Glasgow, Scotland, October 26,—Hv- 
idence that the conservatives and the 
Lloyd George liberals are pursuing 
a ree which will make it possible 
for them to work together in the new 
parliament is seen in the remark of 
Premier Bonar w here Thursday 
night, characterizing Lloyd George as 
2 arontent personality in British pol- 
cs : 

After his speech, Bonar Law re- 
ceived a vote of confidence from bis 
home folks. The audience of 5,000 rose 
at the conclusion of the address and 
gave him a vote by acclimation. 

He made a —— plea for Anglo- 
French unity. declaring that. the future 
well-being of Europe, and, therefore, 
of the whole world, depended on it. 
France and England, he said, must 
always stay together. They are agreed 
as to aims; “the only difference is 
over the best way of arriving at the 
result,” Bonar Law added. 


Praises League. 


rge, the British, premier, expressed 
the hope that America would soon join 
the league of nations. He praised the 
league and declared its value would 
be increased by the participation of 
the United Saates. 

Explaining his “negative policy.” 
Bonar Law said the country needs to 
recover from the ks of war and 
work out its own salvation unbam- 
pered. 

The reparations question was de- 
elared to be the greatest foreign prob- 
lem but he thought a solution possible. 
He denied that Germany is unable to 
pay anything as Chancellor Wirth re- 
cently insisted. 

England has no desire to “Gibraltar- 
ize” the straits around Constantinople, 
the new premier said. 

He promised to exercise patience in 
dealing with Ireland. 

Disappointment Sure. 


“Whatever government is returned 
to power, there will be disappointment, 
but we cannot help that,” the premier 
said. “The problems are here and we 
will face them.” 

The country wants as little legisla- 
tion as possible, the premier continued, 
and “we must leave things mere or 
less alone.“ 

Regarding the economic conference 
of the dominions proposed in the con- 
servative party manifesto just issued 
at London, Bonar Law said: “Trade 
can best be developed by developing 
the resources of the empire.” He 
proposed overseas settlements to ab- 
sorb Engliand’s unemployed. 

The premier’s speech was robbed of 
dramatic interest by the issuance of 
the unionist manifesto earlier in the 
day and his address was a colorless 
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Washington „October 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.) — The United States 
pes will be resented at the 
ear East peace conference by an of- 
ficial observer. There ig virtually no 
chance that the Washington govern- 
ment will ticipate directly in the 
conference, however, or be a signatory 
of the treaty of ce to be evolved. 

Decision of allied governments to in- 
vite Ameriean participation as a party 
to the peace negotiations, it can be 
said on authority, finds the attitude 
of the Washington government un- 
changed. While the reply to the invi- 
tation can be formulated only after it 
has been received, probably tomorrow, 
there is no reasoh to doubt what the 
nature of the American answer will be. 
The American policy of standing aloof 
from European political tangles and 
of confining itself strictly to ques- 
tions in which it has a direct interest, 
commercial ‘or otherwise, such as the 
Turkish straits, has undergone no 
change. 

American interests are too deéply 
involved in the final solution of the 
problem of the Turkish straits, how- 
ever, and also in the immunities that 
American citizens shall enjoy in Turk- 
ish territory, both in commercial and 
religious matters, to permit the Wash- 
ington government to stand wholly 
aside from the peace parley. 
Secretary Hughes made this plain 
recently during the most tense mo- 
ments of the Near Eastern crisis when 
he refused to discuss in any way any 
political questions involved but de- 
clared that American policy demanded 
freedom of the straits and adequate 
protection of racial and religious 
minorities in Turkish territory. It 
can be said authoritatively that the 
American viewpoint is still summar- 
ized in that declaration and that the 
decision in Paris to invite equal parti- 
cipation in the peace conference by 
the United States has not affected that 
attitude.

Both 
Giolitti and Nitti, two of the most 
agtute political minds in the country, 
in speeches a few days ago, pointed 
out the necessity of absorbing the 
Faseisti into the government as a 
recognized political, group. Since the 
demonstration at Naples this week, 
the bulk of Italian leaders have adopt- 
ed the same view. „ 

This sudden recognition of the Fas- 

elsti as a responsible force is due to 
these causes: i 
1. The perfect discipline which 
was maintained at the Naples con- 
gress after many had predicted it 
would develop into an orgy of dis- 
order. 
2. Clear cut declarations by Mus- 
solim that the Fascisti would seek 
power through constitutional meth- 
ods and not through insurrection and 
violence; support the monarchy; col- 
laborate with other constitutional 
groups in the formation of a coali- 
tion ministry instead of demanding 
absolute power for themselves. 

The problem now is to tide over the 
‘period interviewing before the elec- 
tions. Demands for electoral reform 
advanced by the Fasciati are expected 
to delay the elections for some time.
